"I'm scared of making speeches," 
confessed Madeleine Carrol}, who 
accepted an invtaiion from Pro- 
I^K'.or Newton to address students 
of English 4 in Moyse Hall yes- 
terday morning. "But this Isn't 
really a spc-ecl; because I feel as if 
I'm just talking to a group of 
friends.'" After this informal opf-n- 
ing to her "unofficial talk' Mi.".-. 
Carroll went on to tell the stu- 
dents of her two visits to Kurope 
since the beginning of the war. 

On her first visit, made in Feb- 
ruary, she had many opportunities 
to talk to the common people of 
Italy and Fiance, whose hearts 
were not in the war. After a brief 
.slay with Uie two hundred or- 
phans housed in her chateau 26 
miles from Paris, Miss Carroll re- 
turned to Ifoilywood. But as soon 
as she had completed her next pic- 
ture, fhc wa.'- ready to iravi.' a^uiii. 
via New yurk. But llierr «h<; 
raugiil the jitters -all New Vork 
had them at that lime. It seemed 
nothing could stop Germany's re- 
lenllefs march across Europe— and 
people told her she was crazy to 
think of leaving. Hut she look a 
clipper, feeling that fatalism was 
the best attitude, and that in a 
plane she would at least have a 
"sense of detachnicnl." 

On June 13, she arrived in 
France, Passpoft officials did not 
tru^l anyone, and Mi.-b f.'dnoH,- 
"laiticz patser" from Washington 
wa^ looked upon with grave tui.- 
picioq. "I tried to look more like 
Madeleine Carroll than I've ever 
looked," she said. "I Xclt like • 
criminal."

Mil Research in' Lendoii. 

Dr. Thomai! received his .\1.A. at 
the University of Wili»s, and then 
undertook graduate .studies and 
research at the London School of 
Economics, He was awarded the 
Doctorate of Philosophy by the 
University ot London in 1931 for hiss 
"Studies in Labour Supply ' and' 
Labour Costs. ' 

Since then he has been a member 
ot the teaching staff of the London 
School of Economics, but has had 
wide opportunities for research. Dt. 
Thomas studied economic condï- 
tions in Germany. and out of this 
experience contributed a report' on 
German fiscal policy which appear- 
ed in "Unbalanced Bu^fats" m 1934 
He spent a year ih-'S"wé!Sn study- 
ing at first hand the economic ex- 
periments of that country and iater 
published a volume, "Monetary 
Policy and Crises: A Study of Swe- 
dish Experience" which, has attract- 
ed a great deal of attention. 
Visited Canada Before. 

Dr. Thomas has previously been 
in Canada in 1938. which year he 
spent here under the terms of a 
Leverhulme Research Tellowship 
investigating the Dominion's migra- 
tion problems. Since the outbreak 
of the war he has acted as Econ- 
omic .\dviser ro the British Library 
of Information m New Yor.k. Said 
Dr. James, 'Such a variety of ex- 
perience is not often erowdea into 
a life of thirty-four year*, and the 
high reputation liiat Dr. Brinley 
vThomas has aiready aitainiîci among 
his colleagues at the London School, ; 
of Economics makes us look for- 
ward confidently to the usefui con- 
tribution that be will mak« to the 
life of McGill University and of 
the Dominion." 

Since tine illness oif Professor Day. 
following his experience when the 
City of Benares was torpedoed, 
made it impassible for him to give 
his regular lectures in Economics 5 
and 12, Dr. James temporarily took 
over these courses, on Octooor 23. 
He will continue to leciuK m these 
courses until the arrival of Dr. 
Thomas on November first

Last week two events occurred that should 
have been dripping with apt and devastating 
detail, the reportorial ear should have been 
clogged.

More about Yost in ii min- 
ute. All Friday evening we sat around in a 
local beer dispensary, disguised as a glass of 
milk, our cars fairly jraintcd for the gay and 
understanding comment, somo bon mot that 
would succinctly define the bitter feeling be- 
tween Ihe two .schools. Wc heard nothing 
except a lot of orders for more beers; which 
wc suppose might be interpreted as a sullen 
demonstration of malice. 

Saturday it rained and snowed. We at- 
tended the game disguised as a blanket. This 
time with reportorial cunning we concentrat- 
ed on the conversation of a limited number 
of people instead of trying to take it all in. 
Michigan won the game 28-0. This added to 
the gayety of our evening on Saturday night. 
But that i.s all; and as for the evening, that is 
another story. 

We mentioned Fielding Yost somewhere 
above and we think ho deserves a little space 
here. Beginning in 1900, Yost has been direc- 
tor of atlilet/js hero at Michigan. By law he 
must rei.rr :n June as he will be just seventy 
nc.<t month. Until about fifteen years ago he 
was football coach too. From 1900 through 
1905 Michigan was unbeaten in football and 
in 1902 met Stanford in the first Rose Bowl 
game. Stanford left the field in the third 
quarter when the score was 47-0 against Ihoni. 
But 'i'ost's greatest work has been to build the 
athletic plant al this university into the most 
complete in the world. First there is llie 
great Michigan Stadium which scats 07,000 
people. Then there is the track stadium which 
holds another 20,000. The baseball field ac- 
comrxiates 10,000. Tho Kipld House, Ihu first 
building of its kind, scats 15,000 for baskot- 
ball and indoor track. There i.s al.so llie intra- 
mural building v/hich co&t over $2,000,000 and 
has a swimming pool and innumerable indoor 
tennis courts, badminton courts, squash, hand- 
ball, racquets, basketball floors and so forth. 
Besides v/hich then- is Un; «oU course, eigh- 
teen holc!;, and considered ono of the finest in 
the country. Kerry field hn.s acres and acres 
of horseshoe pilclies as well as playing flcldd 
and over forty tennis courts. That is only the 
facilities for men. We have, besides, two 
enormous gymnasiums; ,nid Ihe women have a 
y.liole s<.ri<s tit buildings and ijiiiuiids which 
correspond to tliK.se \n\- llie jneii only on a 
slightly smaller scale. All these facilities arc 
for student use, and no fee is charged. 

Yost is still very big and very active. His 
inott famous exiin .sslon l^, "Wliu are they In 
Uiink lliey can heal iVlecelilgan .' ' He still al- 
ways has a ciKur in his mouth as he always 
has had. His burning ambition has always 
been lo build men's bodies to the same fine 
point that tlic university hiiilds their brains. 
Ho thinks that is the only way Itu: brain can 
really u.-.i. il., Kiiov/ieclye. Alter the game a 
laiewoll |jaiii)uel was given. There wore 2,000 
guests and N.H.C. broadcast part of the jiro- 
ccedings. Jn a brief speech the grand old 
man said that nobody deserved so much 
praise for doing a thing he enjoyed doing. 
But mcmoi-y is short and at the annual pep 
rally before the Michigan Slate Kame when 
Yost got up to speak and removed his coat 
and tie and rolled up his panis and sleeves 
according to the tradition which requires it 
of anyone who would address the studenl^, 
the following occurred. One freshman turned 
to another and over the deafening cheers and 
v/liistling said, "who's lhat'/" 'i'lie other one 
said, "I don't know.'' Wc turned around and 
said, "tlial's Yosi." They both said, "who's 
Yost?" Rcflecling on the cruelty of time, we 
gave up.
